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DISASTER.

Another Frightfal CUalamity on Lake
Michigan.

The Chicago Posi of Wednesday last relntes
the lollowing:—

Eight p:\rl: o yesterday, on the 8th of Sep.
tember, 1860, the stenmer Lady Elgin, loaded
with & merry excursion party ot some 400, wenl
down off the shore of Evinston, in astormy
night, and over two huudred of her passengers
perished. Five months aco to-du?r. on the b
of April, 1868, the Sea Bird, early on arough
gprivg morning, caught fire, burndd, and saok
with rome eeventy-ive untortunates, Between
the time of those two terrible disasters, and
gince then at mtervals, sail bonts huve been
caprized und sunk pear this porr, carrying dowo
one or more of the'r crew, but no disasier has
ocenrred 1n our walers in any degree so appal-
ling or gencral as that which met these two
noble steamers. But we are called upon to-day
to record o terrible cu!nmnf, comewhat similar
to Lhese, althonzh of much less maenitude—the
sinking by night of a heavily losded steamer,
in mid-luke, with sll on poard, iuvolving the
sudoen loss, it is fearcd, of over ity souls,

The propeller Hippocampus, & small steamer
plyivg between this port and the opposite side
ol the lnke, left Benton Harbor, a mile or two
inland from bt Juseph, Miconigaaabout halt-past
10 o'cluek on Mouday uight, having on bhoard,
as It is belleyed, some thiriy.live passcogers
and a crew of sixteen, and Leiug heavily londed
down with pesches Jor this market, besides
other froght—there being 8000 baskets and
boxes of the fruit on board, stowed uway 1 the
hold, crowded upon the main deck, and piled
Igh upon the hurricane deck, Toe duy had
been a pleadant owne, and many residents of
St. Joseph avd Beuton Harbor, as well as some
clizens of Chicago, had taken pussage, ex-

ecting & sound npight's rest and « sate arrival

ere by early dayhght yesterday tnomqu{.

Bteaming Jowu the river from Beoton Harber
the boat made for the Inke, but ran aground on
a bar at the mouth of the harbor, And was de-
tained half an hour or more. She finully got off
about eleven o'clock and put ont into the dark-
ness, the night haviog by this time become very
stormy. This is the last that has been henrd of
her, aithough she should have been at this port
euriy yesterday morniug, and numeérous boats
have croseed and recrossed vhe narrow channel
of sixty-ive miles beiween the two shores of
the lake,

The steamer Comet, of the Goodrich line,
which Jelt st, Juu']lh on Monday night, and
reached here last Tuesday morning, reported
the Hippoeampus nground on the bar, but aab-
gequent desputehes reported that she leit as
stated, About midnight, a =udden and violent
gquall struck the Comet, but her size and
stanuchvoess prevented any iojury, though her
frelght shilted so that she ran all night with
only one wheel in the water., The litlle propel-
ler, bowever, natarally inclined to carecn, und
top-lieavy us she must have been with 2000
baskets o peaches piled upon her hurricane
deck, and carrying a eargo ol 2000 more baskets
than ever before, doabtless capsized in an
instant, and weighed doxn with the fruit,
which will sink like a bullet, plinged heavily
to the boiwtom of the lake with her sleeping
Ppassengers.

As yesterday forenoon wore away and the
boat ﬁgd pot arrive at ber dock the agent began
to fear a disaster and to muke ingoiries about
her, The stemmer Dunbar arrived from St
Joseph, and bringlog no news of the missing
bodt, was sent out to search, three tugs also
behr g chartered for the purpose. Up to noon
to-dsy, however, uo tidings have been received
from the regular and special boats traversing
the Jake, aud rhere is vo reason to doubt that
the beat and allon boatd have gone dowa in
the deep wa'er,

The names of the persons on hoard are not

et accurately kuown, bat the captain of the

unbar reports that there were tharty-ive, and
it is probable that seversl were citizens of
Chiengo,

Storm in Sonth Jersey—
A NS BGH0,000,

On the 34 instant (he southern portion of New
Jercey wus visited by s terrible sturm, creating
a freshet which damuged property to the extent
of at least $650,000, I'he owners of mill pro-
perty are the heaviest losers, their loss being
variously estimated st irowm $250,000 to $300,000,
About 8 o'clock on the evening of the i vhe
rain began to iall in torrents, wnd continued to |
pour, with scarcely an intermission, daring the |
whole of the night, Three counties—Camden, |
Salem, sud Gloucester—were thas visited, in all
of which grent damage has been done, So sud-
den and so uninterrupted was the tall of rain that
miil.owners were upable to open the flood-gates
of their mills in order 1o =ave their properly
from destruction. The loss in Camden county
is cetimated at fully $60,000, without takiaz
into counsideration tbe expruses necessary 1o
put mills in working order, and the loss
pustaiped by the cessalion of work. In Salem
county the loss cannot be less than $180,000,
while im Glouecster county the damage 18
estimated at $100,000 —an ageregate ol $310,000,
to which should be added thne expenses of
necessary repairs, and the loss canpot there-
fore be less than £660,000, The Williamstown
and Blackwoodtown turnpike, in Camden
county, was swepl away for a distance of about
260 yards, involving damage to the extent of
$1500, Commuuicafion wag entirely cut off in
gome sectivl s ol this county, and the roads that
were barely passable atter tho storm continued
in 0 wretched condition, everywhere bearing
marks of the visilation. Only two mill-
dame are lett standing in  the county,
Amwong the number dumaged are those of
Joel Kirkbride. st White Horses Tomlinson’s, nt
Clementown: Stevenson's, T, Cheeseman, Benja-
min Pros:zer, Jesse Turner, snd Jolin Prosser, at
Good Intent, aud 8heldon and Pickett, at Bethe!,
In Balem county & much heavier destruction of
property 18 reported. Among the mill-dams
destroyed in this coupty are Watson's, 8. W,
Miller's, Elwell's, and Diament’s, at Alloway-
town, and Bullinger's, ut Buretown, Only three
miles were left stauding on Alloway's creek,
Feuces, sheds, onthousges, ele,, were removed
bodily, and ronds were greatlly damaged., Toe
bridges in the county were mostly all swept
awpy by the rushiog water. In Gloucester
county affuics are aAlmost us bad. Not a mill-dam
was left undisturbed on Muntua ereek, The cul-
vertat Mulliea Hull, which bas withstood the
glorme of seventy yenrs, was "awept away, a4
were also the bridees at Cavpenter’s Landing,
and on the Mulliea Hill tarepike. All the cul-
wverts on the Westville snd Glasshoroe' turnpike
were waslied away, and the railvoad embank-
ment over the meadows it Sweecdsboro' was
similaxly treated, The mill-dams destroyed in
this connuty were those of Messes, Clark, Driver,
Jessup, Wines, ana Diwvment. Willinm Moore,
while walching the destroction of mill-dams at
Good Intent, was swept away and drownped,
Last year a freshet occurred in this section of
the Sta'e, and musny of the dams then swept
away aod sinee replaced were destrosed on this
oceasion, The loss then was much less than
that caused by the sorm of last week, The
work of repa'r is already 1o active progiess, and
in & short dme the mills will be replaced,

Mre, Eaten was acknowleoged as one of the
reigming belles ol that period,

That *““trath e siranger than fiction” Is again
exemplified 1o the cage of this eame Mrs, Baton,
who 18 still Hving, will be readily admitted after
the perpsal of the following facts regardiog her
carcer subsequent to that time:—

At the death of General Eaton his widow was
leit with such a handeome compétency thit she
eommanaed the respect of ber former associnles
in Washington, and retaining her wido sed
condition until the antomn ot 1857 she was the
aagmired of an admirlog throvg, At that time
she became ennmored with un Halian daneing,
master, one Antonio Bucthignanl, who was tnen
teaching the lads and lnsses of the capital the
art ot tripping the light lantastic, He was gay
and atirnctive, and, in fine, so ardensly did ne
return the afection that, notwithstanawg the
disparity ot ages, she being sixty-¢lx and Le but
pincteen yeurs of age, they were married, Here
Mrg, Buoehiguani experieuced new troables i
spite of her wealth, tor her old friends (osook
her wud refuged to recoguize her when on the
stiect with her boy husvand, and for one year
her parlors were closed and they lived in seciu-
slon, Attihe end of the year, howeyer, he be-
baved himsell so picely that her former friends
overlooked ber ehortcomings and once moreshe
was admitted to society.

At this time, 18568, throogh the intercession of
United States Senators, Mr. Buchigouani, after
relusing eeveral political and military commis
sions tendered him, was made the lbrarian to
Congress, which position he held two years,

Forgetting or not tearing his shamefol act,
Antonio 6 few days since came to New York
where his aged wife had been living severa
years, supported by a son, who is a Cuastom
House official, and she, hearing of the fact, with
the additional information that kis busiuess was
to eecursg the sum of $15,000, looked about
for the means of his arrest, and yesterday called
uron Justice Ledwiih, who issued a warrant to
this ecffect. Here the once youfhiul husband
was brought to grief, us an officer found him at
u hotel in Chambers street and conveyed him to
a Station House, It was not long betore his
aged wite, who had loved **well but not wisely,”
confronted him before the above Justice, and,
telling ber story. demanded support. Antonto
admitted all the charges, but not caring to sgree
to an allowance of $8 per week for this purpose,
he was committed tothe care of the Commis-
sfoners of Public Charities and Correction, This
disposition of the bandbox dendy did not suit
bim, and late last evening he was discharged,
siter p prominent and wealthy lawser of the
city entered into bonds that this amount should
be pald weekly.

A Sad Phase of City Lifes

A saddening phuse of city life was developed
jesterday, during sn examingtion made by
pepector  Inlks, at the Central Police Office,
into the clreometances sunoundivg the entic-
ing al two young girls from their homes in Bos-
top, and inducing them to lead a lite of shame in
a house of prostitution in this city, A few days
ago o respectable woman, in rather indigent
circomstances (whose name for obvions reagons
16 not made publie), residing in Boston, ealled
on Superintendent Kennedy, and informed that
oﬂiciahhnt her danghter, a beautiful girl, but
sixtecn years of age, bad been enticed from her
home about & month previously, logether with
another young girl of abount the same aee, and,
as rhe was ﬂd to believe, both the girls had
been induced to adopt & life of shame in oneof
the houzes of ill-repute which abound in this
city. Inspector Ditks was given in charge of
the case, and learning a!ll that the mother
could tell him, detatled Detective Smith to
work 1t up, a8 the whereabouts of the
girls was then unknown, Alter & great
deal of research the detective snocceeded jin
indipg the girls in the disreputable establish.
ment of Kate Davis in Kast Twenty-sevenih
etreet. The woman Davis was arrested, and
with the girls was brought before Inspector
Dilke. The girls stated that they had been
indueed to leaye thelr bomes in Boston by a
woman kncwn as Mrs Bartlett, who keeps a
vile and infamous den on Twenty second sweet,
who beguiled them with the usual and taial
promises of no easy llte, fine clothes, plenty ot
money, and nothing to do but to enjoy them-
selves, The girl whoege mother had instituted a
search for ber stated that she had been indaced,
in & certain degree, to leave her home and lead
i life of shame and iniguity by the fac's that
her mother was in feeble health, and was
compelled to labor unceasingly tor the sup-
porl of the fawmily, as her father, who was
a thriflless vagabond actor, hal abandoned
them to their own resources, and the waves
the girl esrned as a bullet girl at one
of the Boston thealres was not in any way
goflicient to support the suifering family, or
procure for them tbe bare necessaries of ii!c‘
»~he further stated that belore she would con-
sent to come 1o this city with Mrs, Bartlew she
stipulated that a certuin portion of her earnings
ghould be eent weekly to her mother, wimeh
condition althopgh readlly sgreed to, it is
needless to say was not complied with, The
girig came on 1o Lhis ¢ity, and became inmates
of the den of the woman Burtlett, where they
were imitinted 1to thedegrading lifeof common
bawds, They remained there but a short thme,
however, for thelr esrulves, although entirely
monopolized by the womsn Bartlett, were not
suflicient to satisly ber avaricions Propemllleﬂ:
and one night, stripping them of the gaady
apparel with which she nad supplied them, she
droye Lthem forth into the street peanviless
aud with scarcely sufficient cluthinF to prevent
indecent exposure. At this moment the woman
Davis picked them up, and took them to her
bagnio, where they were again decked out In
five clothes, aud from that time forth until they
were found br the police they remained inmates

of the establlsbment, grea to the profitof
vhe proprietress, The girls stated that the wages

of their sin and shame amounted to between
one nnd two hundred dollars per week, which
was all taken by the woman Davie, and during
all that time they did not receive any money
whatever. When they altempted to leave the
house in charge of the detective, a huge negress
employed In the house, insisted uponstripplng off
the dresses and hats the gitls wore, acing, no
donbt, on inslructions from her mistress; butshe
was prevented from carrymg out her design by
the detective, When arraigned before the In-
spector, the woman Davis stated that the girls
had not earned more than enough to pay thelr
board and the necesearies with which she
claimed to have m?plsed them, A very affect.
ing meeting took place between the mother aud
the erring daughter; the former declured that
no matter how vile a lite her daughter had led,
ll that she deslred wus thats he should return
home with ber, The daughter, to save her
mother greater pain than she had already
suffered, declared that ghe had done nothing
wrong, but that she had been working in a fac-
tory iu this city, The mother and daughter then
left Hendquarters together, aud returned home
by the Boston boat lost evening,
Mre, Davia was theu brought betore Tospector
Dilke, who raled her soundly for harboring such
oung girls in her house, and expressed his
ntemtion of breaking up her business, He then
required her to disgorge sufficlent of the money
she bad earned by the givls living in lier house
to defray thewr expenses back to Boston, and
aleo the expenses of the motber's trip to thls
city in search of her daughter. This she at first
utterly refused to do, insisting that the girls had
not made much money in the house and that
they were in debt to "her; but findiog the In-
speclor inexernble, sand that she would be com-
pelled 1o undergo a night's lmprisonment in the
cells vnlese she wm:lh dirgorge, she submitted
to the lorce of circumetances and handed over
the money. Bhe was then allowed to depart,
and, accompanied by a female friend, got iuto a
carriage and was driven off, The girls expressed
great contrition at their fall, wod were fullv de-
termined to lead adiflerent lifein future.— N. Y.

Reportud Success of the Salnnvists ot
Miragoane,

A correspondent writing from St.
Aug, 29, reports the following:—

I hear from Hagti thut President Salnave has
lately been very successful in bhis manwuyres,
baving carried the town of Miramon (Mira-
goave, probably), by storm, This caused great
rejoiclog at Port-un Prince, Tne inbabitaus of
that suffering city hopefully anticipate the
raising of the siege by the revolutionists as o
consequence of the juit d'armes of his sable
Excellency.

The news from Cape Hagstlen Is likewlise
bignhly favorable to the Government, On the
Sth a batile was fought near the place, in which
the msurgents were defented by the Salnavists,
with a great loss in killed and wounded aud
that of a piece ol artillery, The rebels were
commanded by Generals Balse and Minard, the
former a very intiuential pereonsge among the
Cacos,

The last mail steamer from Jacmel to this
place brought a nomber of rafugees irom Haytl,
who agree in representiog the coun'ry as heing
in a complete stute ot anarchy, with want and
mwvrg sturing the people in the face, Byen the
wealthy have olrentimes preat difficulties in
obtaining wherewith to cubsist, The war now
being carried on is eaid by these 1efugees to be
onc of exterminntion. Neither party can
friomph except through the destruction of the
other and with an attendunt impoverishment of
the country. The Iriends ot the black race have
iruly to hope nguinst hope for the restoration ol
peace and order in Hayti,

Wee Fall of Puerto Cabello—Faleon and
His FParty Discouraged — Frogress of
Monngns,

The Iatest news from the Venezuelan repnblic
is to August 22, Il foreshadows the completion
of Monugus' rm’olulionur{ movement, and the
near approach of its full triumph, On the 16th
Puerto Cabello came into Monasgas' poisession,
having been surrendered by such of the Fal-
coniste ag remained in the place, This was not
sccomplished without bloodshed., For lour
duys before the event the fghting around the
place was hot and severe. In one of the
engagements Geperal Bruzaal, the leader of
the Falecon party, was very badly wounded,
and was thereupon transferred to ovne of
the ships in the bharbor that lelt for
Curacon after the fatl of thecliy, On herarrival
there General Bruszual was landed, but died a
few hours afierwsrds. His death 15 a stunning
blow to the Faicon party, as he was 118 most
aclive and determined partean, He is, indeed,
much regretted by his friends, 'He leuves a
young widow and two small children, The
steamer Pururache also arrived at Carncoa from
Puerto Cabello, havivg left the latter port imme-
distely afier its surrender, Bhe brought about
seyenity officers and men of its late garrison,
many of them wounded, The lall of bis strong-
hold at Puerto Cabello has greatly discouraged
President Palcon, and Lhe réports [rom Caracon

Havaxa, Sept. 11.—The British mail steamer
Mersey, Captain Taylor, and the Spanish mail
steamer Paris, Captain Bayona, have arrived at
this port from Vera Cruz, with telegrahic dates
from Mexico city to September 6, and with malil
advices from Vera Cruz to the same date,

The insarrection in the Puebla sierra had
been put down.
